Pointing a gun in the direction ol 
another person may seem funny, 0* 
devoid of danger under some circum­ 
stances—but it’s bad practice any­ 
time, anywhere. 
Three positions for carrying the 
gun in the field are recognized as 
safe and good: 
First — Over the 
shoulder with the muzzle pointing up­ 
ward; Second—Over the hollow of the 
arm, pointed away from companions 
and dogs; Third — Under the arm 
with the barrel pointed toward the 
ground.
